Round On*.—This wns n r.dlcilous 


exhibition of prize fighting. Sullivan 
made no less than seven feints with his 
left for Corbett, who ran around the 
ring each time and no blow was struck. 


Round Two.—Corbott made no effort 


to dn anything but walk around. Tho 
big follow stood 
up leisurely and 


looked nt Corbott and lot go a loft on 
Corbott's shoulder and clinched 
On 


thu breakaway Corbctt touched him 
on the breast. Another clinch fol- 
lowed and Corbett tried to land his loft 
on Sullivan's face. Jim did gut in a 
slight blow on the stomach, before tho 
second round ended and tho crowd was

Cor bo it Hmashed him with right and 
loft on the stomach and faco, find had 
tho big fullow's nose bleeding in no 
time. Corlnitt hammered him as Dixon 
cnuld smack Nkelly, nnd tho great 
champion seemed surprised. The ac- 
tivity nnd cleverness Hliown by Corbett 
was HO admirable that the house got 
up and yelled.

.x*1y, one from unch, opened this round 
niul after a bit of lighting Corbott let 
his loft go on John's stomach. 
John 


ilk. not seem to mind it, but Corbott 
wont at him and gave him two good 
smashes In tho faco with tho left and 
two more soon nftor. 
Sullivan's noao 


bleeding again freely. 
Corbott 


runh Hulllvan to the roped, letting go 
right nnd loft on tho big follown body. 
KulUvan was tired when ho went to his 
corner, though he had done nothing in 
the round but take punishment. 


Hound Eight, —SullIvan came out 


looking worried. 
Ho made a 
loft 


luugtt nt Corbett, but Corbett ducked 
cleverly. In n rally Sullivan landed 
hir right on tho riba but Corbott got in 
two good loft jabs on tho body, one In 
thu face and again two light OUCH on 
tho face and two on the body. Sulll- 
vnn seemed to bo played out and wait- 
ing for a chance to land the knock-out 
blow. 


Round Nino.--Corbott again led, but 


without effect 
Sullivan led hU left, 


but Corbett ducked. 
Then Sullivan 


gavo him a back-hander on tho face 
with little harm and gavo him another 
with hi* left on tho shoulder. Sulli- 
van did not show any want of wind, al- 
though Corbett hit him five times, one 
nftor another, three on the body and 
two ou the face. Corbett was away 
uhond on polcU, but his blows did not 
Boom to weaken the big follow, who ap- 
peared only tired. 


Hound Ton.—Corbett »tood up to his 


nrnn Uko a major und th« men eyed 
each other like panthers. Sullivan let 
Ifoihitt loft for 
the Jaw, but only 


touched lightly; Sullivan missed with 
tholeft; Sullivan's left found Corbott's 
face lightly. Sullivan led his left and 
Corbett jumped back. Corbott landed 
his left on tho face. Sullivan got his 
left in on tho face lightly. 


Round Eleven. —It began to look like 


a long fight. Sullivan got iii a straight 
blow on tho Calif or nian and Corbctt 
did not hurt John L. when ho did land. 
A couplo of light passes and a good deal 
of running around by Corbott. Corbett 
hit Sullivan in tho fuco with left twice 
and with tho left and right In a clinch, 
Sullivan's nose again blued ing. Corbott 
walking around. Corbott got two good 
cracks on Sullivan, one on face and ono 
on stomach. 


Round Twelve.—Sullivan was still 


stoady.^and i» looked as though they 
might flght n hundred rounds. Cor- 
bett got In his left three times in tho 
stomach within three seconds, getting 
away each time and running around. 
Groat cleverness was shown by Corbett 
In the way ho jabbed and got away, 
but, his blown did not seem to bo effec- 
tive. Sullivan now made a rush, but 
Corbett ran away and when he camo 
back lie laughed. Sullivan tried tho 
same thing- twice now and each timo 
got a jab with his loft on the stomach. 


Round Thirteen.—Sullivan had 
a 


weary look when ho came from hlb cor- 
ner. 
Tho running away was repented, 


and when Corbett came forward ho was 
smiling but prespiring a great deal. 
Sullivan rushed him and ran away. 
SulHvan did till the moving up and Cor- 
bott was jumping1 backward. Nothing 
wns done in this round except ono light 
blow of Corbett'R ou Sullivan's cheek. 


Rotind Fourteen.—Sullivan led left 


on Corbott'fl nock and Corbott landed 
left on nock and both coitntercel left on 
faco, Corbott landed two with his loft 
on the faco, and in another 
attempt 


both missed. Each now touched the 
othor with the left; both missed. 
Cor- 


bctt aga In got his left on Sullivan's 
face and .then missed with his right. 
lloth missed a double blow with thu 
loft. No blow struck in tho round 
would have broken a pane of glass. 


Round Fifteen. — Sullivan went 


into Corbett this timo and rushed Jim 
three times. Tho Calif or aian's loug 
roach held John at bay and the big fol- 
low could not break in 
under tho 


guard. On tho contrary f orbctt's left 
found Sullivan's face twice. In two 
more rushes by SulHvan Corbctt held 
him off a nil plunked John L. on tho 
>'ibs and stomach with tho left. 
Sulli- 


van had become very ugly looking1 be- 
fore tho end of the round, but Corbott 
did not mind that n bit. 
He went in 


dancing nway from blows as before. 


Round Sixteen.—A mutual rush oc- 


curred nt the opening of this round, but 
both missed blows. Sullivan fell short 
with n right-hander and forhctt hit 
him on tho nosu lightly. This Corbett 
followed up with a jab in the stomach 
and on the nose with tin* loft. 
Sullivan 


appeared to be getting desperate. He 
went at Corbott cautiously, but hard. 
Corbett was not there. John L. nee-inert 
more worried than over, especially when 
he received another tap on the nose from 
Corbett's left. 


Round 
Seventeen.—Sullivan 
suc- 


ceeded in gettinp a left-hander on Cor- 
bott's face. 
With this exception tho re 


was only fibbing during the round. 
The house had a good deal to laugh at 
in the men's action, but nothing to get 
excited over. 


Round Eighteen.—Corbett's clever- 


ness In tapping Sullivan and gutting 
away was groatly admirm! up to this 
tlmo, and when he jabbed the bi^f fel- 
low four times on the fooe in suceos- 
sinn the spectators raised 
a bowl. 


.Sullivan hero got in a left on Corbett's 
breast, but it did not hurt*. Then Cor- 
bett touched John L up for two ritflit- 
lianders ou the body amid more bowls, 
Tho people seemed, to bo with Corl ett. 


Round Nineteen.—Sullivan hit Cor- 


bctt ou the ncckuith his left pretty 
hard anil Corbctt countered witli tho 
loft on the stomach. 
Sullivan mi;-sod a 


left meant for tlu» face, and Corbett 
laughed tit him. At that Sullivan's 
face took on a savage smile; lie chased 
Corbett around the ring, Corbett again 
came forward and landed his left on 
Sullivan's stomach and faee, nud his 
right on tin* big fellow's stomach. 


Round Twenty.—Sullivan's struck 


Oorbett'H breast ai they eamo together 
in the upper center of the ring, Tmt 
only two seconds orcureil afterward 
before Corbctt sailed into him. With 
left and right Corbett wiught Sullivan 
on both Hides of the head close to the 
ropes, and this name dose tlio Californ- 
ian repeated within 'another second 
Corbctt followed this up with seven 
more blows of the same kind and Sulli- 
van could not protect himself. Sulli- 
van could not get in a single blow in 
return. lie was plainly gropgy and 
weak. Corbctt was vcr,^ fresh und con- 
fident at tbe sound of the tronff at 
which timo he was smashing Sullivan 
at a groat rate left and right on both 
sides of tho head. 


Round Twenty-one,—In regard to 


this trifling minute ami a half, which 
decided tho heavy-weight champion- 
ship of the world, a great deal mitfht 
be said. That the contest would end 
in that round no man present believed. 
Sullivan came from his corner in the 
Hamo shape that he had shown for n 
dozen rounds before, 
He had the same 


cross expression on his faco, and soemed 
to bo as strong as at any time during 
the fight. He continued to do the "edg- 
ing in," and Corbett followed his orig- 
inal atnctics of "edging away." This 
sort of trade was not going ou very 
long, not more than than ten seconds, 
when Corbctt jumped bade, rushed for- 
ward, hit John on tho nose and 
John was dazed. Corbett wont at 
him 
further, 
and 
the 
same 


old nose was again smashed and more 
blood came out. 
John looked astound- 


ed, and Corbett jumped back with the 
merry smile of a school boy with n big 
apple. Suddenly lie returned to the 
fray and before Sullivan know what 
was the meaning of thc> Callforman'n 
happy look he got a crack on the side 
of the head that raadc him close his 
oyes. With this Corbctt was on top of 
him in no times. Loft hand on one 
side of the head and right hand on 
tho other.

van became an unconscious, boaten 
man. Ho staggered about on his pint* 


for u second or so and while displaying 
this fatal weakness Corbett went down 
on him again as a crow* lights on corn 
where there is no dummy in the middle 
of the field. A right on the ear and a 
left on the jaw settled the business and 
tho championship.

raise. Ho f ailed i a that and tried tho 
second time with tho same result. He 
was knocked out pure and simple. His 
seconds had to come to him and assist 
him to his corner. 


Even then John L. was "out" nnd 


did not know what was going on. It 
was over two minutes before John re- 
covered himself. 
Meanwhile Corbett 


had retired to his corner on tho order of 
the referred, while the man who has ao 
long been known us tho champion of 
champions was counted out and carried 
to his chair. 


When tho ton seconds were at last at 


au end, Prof. Mike Donovan, of the 
New York Athletic, and W. A. Brady, 
Corbett's manager, sprang to the stage 
and flung their arms around the young 
man who was now the champion pugil- 
ist of the world and tho winner of $45,- 
000 in purse and stake as woll as a 
reputation that will turn perhaps ton 
times ihat amount into his exchequer. 
Corbctt returned their salutation with 
a hearty embrace 
while tho tears 


wollod up into his oyes. 


Others jumped up to the stage and 


hugged the Californian, They hod 
probably won money at two or three to 
one on Jim. 


Whllo this was going on Sullivan's 


seconds were bringing him to. When 
ho camo to he looked at Jack McAu- 
Hffo, who was fanning him, and after 
opening his eyes half way, or as far 
as he could, said !n his moro than or- 
dinary "boot-leg" voice: "Say, am I 
licked? did that young fellow do it?" 


McAuliffe sorrowfully admitted that 


John did not say 
any more until Corbett camo over and 
shook hands with him, John got up, 
took Corbett's hand and spoko to tho 
crowd:

BEHRING SEA CONTROVERSY. 


The Limit Beaohed for the Exchange of 


the Original Oases. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Yesterday was 


the limit fixed undor tho treaty by 
which, the Bchring sea controversy be- 
tween tho United States is to bo arbi- 
trated, for the exchange of the original 
cases by tho agents of the two govern- 
ments. The exchange was completed 
well within the limit, the lost docu- 
ments having been placed In the pos- 
session of the arbitrators in 
Eu- 


rope several days ago by representa- 
tives of the United States government 
and the case for QreatcBrilain having 
beon given by Mr. Herbert of the Brit- 
ish legation In. this oity to the state de- 
partment for Senator Morgan, ono of 
the arbitrators for the United States, 
this week. 


Justice Harlan, of the supreme court, 


tho other arbitrator on behalf of tho 
United States, is now In Europe, and 
will probably remain there until the 
arbitrators moot in Paris, which will 
be some timo In tho winter or early 
spring—probably March. Undor the 
terras of the treaty the meeting of 
the 
arbitrators 
must 
be 
held 


not later than fivo months and twenty 
days after the exchange of the cases 
which has just been 
made, with In 


waich time the two governments must 
Qlc with the arbitrators any additional 
matter that mav be oall«d out by a con- 
sideration of the original caat'B pre- 
sented. This second caee is referred to 
In the treaty as the completed cases for 
the reason that no other additional 
evidence is to bo presented by either 
party, unless it Is called for by tho 
arbitrators. 


Sonator Morgan called at the state 


department yesterday and had a long 
conference with Secretary Foster, who 
prepared tho case for the United States 
as its agent under the treaty before his 
appointment as secretary of state. He 
still retains control of tho matter, in 
addition to directing the general affairs 
of the department.

bat as it was, it proved a enap for Prince. 
He kept traveling close to the sulky until 


• miles had been covered and then he 


pulled out on his wheel and set the pace 
himself, coming in under the wire at the 
finish an eesy winner, an eighth of a mile 
ahead. 
The mare broke several times 


bnt was not set back for running, as 
Prince in no instance lost by the breaks.
